Declares Airs 
People 
(live Selves in Pres­ 
ence of Sensitive M ex­ 
icans Responsible for 
Whole Situation—Fa­ 
vors Nothing Except 
“Friendliness" to Stop 
Brigands. 


Dallas, September 17.—Texans can 
blame themselves largely for the pres­ 
ent unsettled conditions along the 
Mexican border because of their “in­ 
different attitude toward the 
Mex­ 
icans,” according to Miss Caroline D. 
Smith of Laredo, secretary of foreign 
community work in the southwestern 
field, Young Women’s Christian as­ 
sociation, who recently attended the 
staff conference of secretaries held 
in Dallas. 
Miss Smith says she has made a 
special study of the Mexican problem 
during a long residence in Laredo and 
in connection with her social service 
work with the International Institute 
at San Antonio. 
“American people residing near the 
iiorder have a better understanding 
of the Mexican situation than per­ 
sons living in the more northern sec­ 
tions <if the state,” Miss Smith said. 
“They also have a more wholesome 
respect for the Mexicans as a race. 
This is due to the fact that the class 
of Mexicans one meets near the border 
is of a higher type morally and social­ 
ly than those who migrate far into the 
state. 
“The Mexicans as a whole are very 
sensitive and are not a little piqued at 
the attitude of aloofness the Ameri­ 
cans have toward them. To know the 
better type of Mexicans is to love 
them as friends. If the people of this 
state generally would adopt an atti­ 
tude and policy of friends)*, ,i and ho - 
pitality 
towards the 
Mexican the 
Mexican problem which now’ harasses 
us would be greatly simplified. We 
should interest ourselves in the habits 
and welfare of our Mexican neigh­ 
bors and we would find them very 
responsive to our solicitude.” 
Miss Smith declared this policy, in 
her opinion, w'as much preferable to 
armed intervention, and would be pro­ 
ductive of wholesome results. She ex­ 
pressed the belief that a very small 
per cent of the Mexican population 
is responsible for border troubles, and 
declared her belief that the Mexicans 
are suffering far more from these 
border troubles than are the Texans. 
“The depredations we read about,” 
she said, “are largely the work of 
brigands who know no restraint of law 
or order.” 
Describing the work being accom­ 
plished by the International Institute 
at San Antonio, Miss Smith said ef­ 
forts were being made to inculcate 
Mexican 
children 
with 
American 
ideals of (‘duration and proper living. 
The plan is not so much to Ameri­ 
canise the Mexicans as to enable them 
to Americanize themselves, she said.

“When a man wears boots most of 
the time, he feels partly undressed 
when he puts on shoes,” one of them 
said. 
“There is much good natured chaff­ 
ing among them over their “ Sunday 
guns,” and clothes, that make them 
look “dressed up country gamblers,” 
as one put it. 
A “Sunday. gun,” the 
uninformed should know', is a pistol 
that lends Itself to concealment more 
readily than does the big .45 six- 
shooter which the Hanger maintains is 
the only dependable side arm. 
Recently a lean and tanned Ranger 
from a border company was assigned 
to the headquarters company in Aus­ 
tin. 
During a discussion of the new 
regulations he held out his new hat, 
w’hich had wrell above the average 
brim spread, and remarked with a 
sheepish grin:

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WHY SOLDIERS DROP THEIR 
INSURANCE. 
It is a well known fact that large 
numbers of ex-service men are not 
continuing their insurance. The terms 
of government insurance have been 
represented as among the most liberal 
in the world and the layman is a bit 
mystified as to the reason for the 
wholesale dropping of government in­ 
surance, often by men who re-insure 
in old line companies or fraternal or­ 
ders at higher rates than they paid 
the government. 
Perhaps the following extracts from 
a letter published in the Congression­ 
al Record of September 5, 1919, will 
be illuminative on the question: 
“At the present time if an ex-serv­ 
ice man, 20 years, converts his $10,000 
term insurance contract into a 20-year 
endowment and pays an annual pre­ 
mium of $391 and dies in the eleventh 
month of the 20 years, his 
bene­ 
ficiaries receive $57.50 a month for 
20 years. 
“If an ex-service man converts a 
thousand-dollar term insurance con­ 
tract into a thousand-dollar ordinary 
life policy at the age of 21, he pays 
an annual premium of $13.82, and 
if he should die at any time, no mat­ 
ter how many premiums he may have 
paid, his beneficiary or beneficiaries 
within the permitted class would re­ 
ceive $5.75 per month for 20 years— 
approximately a dollar a week—hard­ 
ly enough for a square meal.” 
The same writer continues: 
“In my opinion the government in­ 
surance contract should at least be as 
liberal as those issued by private com­ 
panies. 
The ex-service men are de­ 
manding that at maturity, by death or 
otherwise, the face value of the policy 
be paid either to the issured or to the 
beneficiary in a lump sum. They be­ 
lieve this to be their right, and with­ 
out it they flatly refuse to buy the 
insurance. 
This consideration alone 
has discouraged many men from con­ 
tinuing their insurance, andhasencour- [ 
aged them to purchase their insurance j forth serve more to show the animus

Albany, N. Y., September 15.—Of- 
eials of the New York State Grange, 
representing 125,000 farmers, in 
a 
statement issued here Saturday plat­ 
ing responsibility for the high cost 
of living upon labor, declared “an 
economic adjustment must be made 
if the world is to be fed and agricul­ 
ture preserved.” 
The indictment of 
all workers except those engaged in 
agricultural pursuits is made by Sher­ 
man J. Howell and W. N. Giles, mas­ 
ter and secretary,' respectively, of 
the grange, who allege that strikes 
have been an important factor in 
raising the price of food, clothing and 
shelter. 
“The first factor in a happy life 
is three meals every day,” says the 
statement. 
“The next 
is 
adequate 
clothing am? housing to keep the 
body warm. The war has only hasten­ 
ed what every thinking agriculturalist 
has seen for years was surely com­ 
ing. 
Rural workers 
have 
not re­ 
ceived the support and encouragement 
which the urban workers so easily ob­ 
tained in the form of better schools, 
roads, churches, houses, shorter hours 
and higher wages for work under more 
favorable conditions. This had the re­ 
sult of steadily 
drawing 
from the 
country its population to an alarming 
degree. 
Now, instead of going into 
a study of our situation and develop­ 
ing a remedy, our laboring brothers of 
the city propose to remedy our trouble 
by arbitrary measures without any 
real knowledge of the cost of produc­ 
ing the necessities of life. 
“No class of Americans with red 
blood in their veins wall stand being 
told they must labor long hours at 
inadequate pay in order that another 
class may have shorter hours and 
higher wages. Even the faithful f a r ­ 
mer, who has always produced insuf- 
ficent food for all, realizes he has 
about reached the limit, and that no 
laboring man of the city should find 
fault if he applies the same rule that 
his city brother has taught him. 
Why it is that over half our farms 
have mortgages on them and that 
two-thirds are worked 
by 
renters? 
When a class of men demand a higher 
wage, although their labor does not 
earn it, some one else must pay, and 
they become dishonest profiteers. 
“We here challenge the city laborer 
to a cost accounting that all the world 
may see who earns his wage. 
Let 
there be an authoritative cost ac­ 
counting of farm products and a wage 
scale for labor, the base of which shall 
be its earning power. 
“When wheat was $1 a bushel one 
bushel paid for a day’s work. Wheat, 
by government fiat, is now $2.26 a 
bushel, and it now requires from two 
to three bushels to pay labor for one 
day’s work. 
Again, when wool was 
30 cents a 
pound, 
allowing four 
pounds for a suit of clothes, the far­ 
mer received for the product $1.20. 
Figuring the cost of a suit of clothes 
at $20, thirteen days* labor at $1.50 
per day paid for a suit. Today wool 
65 cents a pound, four pounds 
bringing $2.60, the amount 
received 
by the farmer. 
The same suit of 
clothing is now $40 and the laborer 
can obtain a suit by eight days of 
labor at $5 per day. These compari­ 
sons will hold good with every farm 
product.”

RELIEF TRAINS COMING IN. 
Corpus Christi, September 16— 
With troops pal ruling the main 
streets and 
with 
relief trains 
headed this way, Corpus Christi 
began 
slowly 
emerging 
today 
from the wreckage caused by the 
gulf hurricane which struck the 
city early Sunday morning, bring­ 
ing death on an unknown num­ 
ber 
of 
persons 
by 
drowning 
and a property damage of mil­ 
lions. 
It is impossible this morning 
to give a correct estim ate of the 
fatalities in the city proper. The 
death list is placed by the of­ 
ficials at about 25, but this is re­ 
garded by many as far too con­ 
servative. 
One report in persistent cir­ 
culation. but unconfirmed, is to 
the effect that 120 bodies were 
taken from the reef near Port­ 
land on the Nueces Bay, on which 
Corpus Christi is situated.

County Agent Secures 
Loan 
of 
Terracing 
Machine 
and 
Will 
Show Brazos County 
Farmers How to Pro­ 
tect Soil From Wash­ 
ing Off With livery 
Heavy Fall of Rain. 


By C. L. Be a son. 
Soil, erosion, or the washing away 
of the earth, is costing the farm ers 
of the United States millions annual­ 
ly. In 1909 the National Conservation 
congress reported that 
four 
million 
acres of farm land had been prac­ 
tically ruined by soil erosion. 
An­ 
other, and a later, estim ate puts it 
that there is now in 
gulleys 
and 
and washes an area equal to 135,(KH) 
; farm s of 80 acres each. 
; 
The condition is so serious that Dr. 
N. S. Shaler, formerly dean of the 
Lawrence Scientific school, was once 
1 moved to rem ark that, “If mankind 
can not devise and enforce ways of 
j dealing witth the earth which will 
preserve this source of life, we must 
look forward to the time—remote it 
may be, yet clearly discernible—when 
our kind, having wasted its greatest 
inheritance, will fade from the earth 
because of the ruin it has accomplish­ 
ed.” 
“ Mankind” has found a way to pre­ 
vent this wasting of the soil, but in 
America, in Texas, in Brazos county, 
"m ankind” has not been able to “en­ 
force” this ‘way’ to prevent soil ero­ 
sion. Like many other needful things, 
I such as good roads, better churches 
I and schools, more comfortable homes 
and better livestock the enforcement 
must, too often, it seems, be left to 
the slow process of education. 
That Brazos County 
farm ers 
are 
contributing enormously to this gigan­ 
tic soil- waste is attested by the num­ 
erous gulleys and washes to be found 
on practically 
every 
farm 
in the 
county. 
In order to call attention to this 
great economic loss I frequently ask 
farm ers whether or not the land here 
is now more productive or less pro­ 
ductive than it used to be, and in­ 
variably 
the 
answer 
comes—and 
quickly comes—“less productive.” 
What is the way to prevent soil 
erosion, and what is the remedy for 
depleted soils? 
Evidently, 
there 
is 
nothing better than the proper te r­ 
racing of the land and the following 
of a wise system of crop rotation, 
returning to the soil at least as much 
as is taken from it. 
It is singular that Brazos county 
does not report a single completely 
terraced farm , nor h farm er who fol­ 
lows a perfect system of crop rota­ 
tion such as has been tried out by 
the experiment farm and recommend­ 
ed by that institution. 
The damage done to the farm s of 
this county during the past winter 
and spring by the heavy rains would 
amount to thousands of dollars, and, 
unless prevented, this damage will 
become greater and greater as the 
years go by, eventually leaving the 
soil too poor for profitable cultiva­ 
tion. 
To correct, or prevent, further eco­ 
nomic loss in the washing away of 
rich soils, the cream of the land, the 
county agent is planning a terracing 
campaign to begin as soon as the 
crops are out of the way. 
I believe 
that if there is anything I would 
rather do than terrace a farm it is to 
terrace two farm s; and just now I 
am very much elated over the fact 
that the M artin ditcher people have 
very generously loaned me a machine 
with which to conduct demonstrations 
this fall. 
Terracing is easy and may be rapid­ 
ly done when farm ers will co-operate 
with each other, thereby rendering 
available plenty of teams and other 
necessary help. 
It is planned to organize terracing 
clubs in every neighborhood where 
such work is needed in order that 
the greatest number of people pos­ 
sible may be reached by the county 
agent. 
It is hoped that the farmers of 
the county will take advantage of 
this most helpful service in having 
the county agent 
show 
them 
how 
to do this important work on their 
farms, passing it on to neighbors as 
quickly as possible. 
Let no soil in 
Brazos county wa:4» away if it can be 
saved.

^FLORENZA EPIDEMIC 
MDY NOT RETURN OUT 
SHOULD OE EXPECTED 


State 
Health 
Officer 
B arns People to Be 
on Look Out for Re- 
Occurrence of 
Dis­ 
ease Which Claimed 
So Many I ictirns in 
State 
During 
Last 
Appearance.

13. - On 
the 
tw enty-first day of last September, 
the first case of infuonza in Texas 
was reported to the State Health De­ 
partm ent. This first case was follow­ 
ed in rapid succession by others from 
different parts of the state. 
No equinoxial storm ever record­ 
ed, reached such a fury or exacted a 
toll in loss of life comparable to this 
epidemic which made its appearance 
in our state last fall. 
It is a well known fact among medi­ 
cal men, that one of the special char­ 
acteristics of influenza is that it re­ 
curs in cycles, and with each return 
records a heavy m ortality. 
In each 
cyclic outbreak in the past the disease 
has reappeared in the fall and winter 
for from one to three years follow­ 
ing the initial outbreak. 
The great epidemic of 1889 was 
followed by outbreaks in the fall and 
winter for three years following, and 
with an increasing 
mortality 
rate 
each year. 
The same history is re­ 
corded of epidemics of influenza in 
Europe, and in fact as far back as 
We have been able to gather statis­ 
tics. each initial outbreak of influ­ 
enza has been followed by recurrence 
in the next two or three years follow­ 
ing. 
Since it is well known that his­ 
tory repeats itself, we may reason­ 
ably expect a recurrence of this dread­ 
ful disease this fall and winter, with 
a high m ortality, especially pneu­ 
monia. 
I can not predict with certainty that 
we will have another epidemic of in­ 
fluenza this fall and winter, but I can 
with certainty say that if we do not, 
the history of epidemics of influenza 
in the past, will not hold good for 
the future. 
In the light of past knowledge and 
experience, it would be nothing short 
of criminal to take no steps to pro­ 
tect the public against a possible re­ 
currence of last season’s devastation. 
Based on incomplete statistics from 
rural and urban reports, it is estim at­ 
ed thatv there were approxim ately 
450,000 deaths from influenza in the 
United States and approximately 25,- 
000 in Texas, from the recent epi­ 
demic. The epidemic last year which 
swept over the country with hurri­ 
cane like rapidity, found the country 
depleted of its doctors 
and 
nurses, 
many communities having neither. At 
this time most of them have been re­ 
leased from the arm y and have come 
back to us rich in experience and 
trained in public health work. 
The excessively heavy rains this 
year have cause an unusually heavy 
growth of vegetation which is appar­ 
ent not only in the small villages and 
towns, but even in places in our larg­ 
est cities; while pools of stagnant 
water, and litters of garbage are to 
be seen in far too many places. 
I am now calling upon you to be­ 
gin an active campaign in anticipa­ 
tion of a possible recurrence of in­ 
fluenza, and as a m atter of civic pride 
and health protection in general. 
In every village, town and city, 
health hoards should be organized, or 
rejuvenated, where they already exist, 
and “CLEANUP CAMPAIGNS” put 
on, and every possible means taken 
to be prepared for any emergency. 
I-oeal health officers should at once 
call a meeting of their local health 
boards if they have one, or a meet­ 
ing for the purpose of organizing one 
if they do not already have one, and 
then enlist the aid of the commercial 
eluiis, civie clubs, boards 
of 
trade, 
social welfare workers, parent-teaoh- 
ers association and all other organiza­ 
tions interested in civie advancement 
and the betterm ent of health condi­ 
tions in their communities. 
I am calling upon the newspapers 
of the state to join me in this note 
of warning and trust that every paper 
in the state will not only copy this 
article, hut add such comment as they 
feel will he helpful in promoting this 
defensive work in the interest of hu­ 
manity. 
lf these preventive measures are 
not taken, then from past experiences 
with influenza, you may reasonably 
expect your community to suffer the 
penuity of your neglect,
